Gardner topped defending World 
Champion Eddie Lawson (Yam) by 
5.1 seconds with Randy Mamola 
(Yam) finishing third, a further eight 
seconds behind. Mike Baldwin 
(Yam) finished 10th. Freddie Spencer 
(Hon) qualified seventh but did not 
compete; no explanation for his 
withdrawal was given. With only the 
October 4 Argentine GP remaining, 
Gardner has 168 points to Mamola's 
146 while Lawson is third with 142.

Wayne Gardner's World Cham- 
pionship-winning victory in Brazil 
was the 10th Grand Prix win of his 
career with seven of those coming in 
1987. Gardner's first Grand Prix win 
came only a year ago in Spain. 


Cagiva had its best road race 
Grand Prix finish to date as Bel- 
gian Didier de Radigues rode the 
500cc V-four to a fourth place 
finish in Brazil on September 27. 


East German teams won both the 
Trophy Team and Junior World 
Team competition in the September 
21-26 International Six Days Enduro 
in Poland. Italy was second in the 
Trophy Team competition, Sweden 
third, Great Britain fourth, and 
Poland fifth. The American team 
finished seventh. U.S. Trophy Team 
member Mark Hyde (Hus) suffered 
a broken wrist early on day one and 
Alan Randt (Hus) illegally took his 
place. The switch wasn't discovered 
until Randt suffered a broken hip on 
day four. Italy finished second in 
Junior World Team competition 
while the American team finished 
third. Complete coverage next week. 


The 1987 Coors U.S. National 
Speedway Championship at the 
Orange County Fairgrounds in 
Costa Mesa, California, on Satur- 
day night, October 3, will see 16 
riders go for the title. The riders 
qualified for the National Cham- 
pionship event in a new six-round 
National Championship Series 
that took place at different Cali- 
fornia tracks. Bobby Schwartz is 
the defending National 
Champion. 


Although nothing has been signed, 
it appears Kevin Schwantz will re- 
sign with Suzuki for 1988. Despite 


` having talks with Giacomo Agostini 


about the possiblity of joining the 
Marlboro Yamaha squad, the 23- 
year-old Texan will more than likely 
ride a 500cc V-four Suzuki in the 1988 
500cc World Championship. “Tve 
sat down and talked about it with 
my family and I think I will sign 
a one-year deal with them (Suzuk1) 
and see how it goes," Schwantz said. 
“I feel like I owe 'em, they've done 
a lot for my career. It wasn't because 
of money, I just felt like I would be 
the number one priority at Suzuki. 
I'mssure Kel (Carruthers - Marlboro 
Yamaha's crew chief) would have 
made sure I got the same equipment, 
but as a whole with Yamaha there’s 
Eddie (Lawson), Randy (Mamola), 
Wayne (Rainey), etc. With Suzuki, 
I will be the number one priority.” 


Kurt Liebmann won the 500cc 
Premier and F-750 classes during 
vintage racing action at Watkins 
Glen, New York, on September 
12-13. The Vintage Motorcycle 
Road Racing Group-promoted 
event. was part of the Canadian- 
American Challenge Series held 
during the Serengeti Vintage 
Drivers Cup Weekend. 


Doug Chandler's flat tire in the heat 
race at Ascot Park on Saturday night, 
September 26, had to have brought 
a smile to the faces of two road racers 
in attendance. Wayne Rainey and 
Kevin Schwantz watched as 
Chandler's tire went flat, forcing him 
to miss the National and valuable 


Camel Pro Series points. Chandler 
trails third-placed Schwantz by 12 
points and second-placed Rainey by 
13 in Camel points. Bubba Shobert 
has already gone to the bank with 
$100,000, the winner’s share of the 
Camel Pro point fund, but the flat 
tire might have cost Chandler as 
much as $15,000. Second pays 
$25,000, third $20,000 and fourth 
$10,000. With only this coming 
Saturday night’s (October 3) Sacra- 
mento Mile remaining on the Camel 
Pro Series schedule, Chandler needs 
at least a second place finish (worth 
16 points) to finish second by him- 
self.

The San Diego (California) Union 
newspaper reported on Sunday, 
September 27, that El Cajon, Cali- 
fornia's Broc Glover was venturing 
to Europe for an assault on the 1988 
500cc MX World Championship 
Series. According to Yamaha's 
Glover, on Monday, September 28, 
"It (the Europe plans) got shot down 
pretty good by Japan. It looked like 
I was going to be going over there 
to try and win the World Champion- 
ship, but all of a sudden nobody 
wants to send the money." Glover 
said he has ridden a few times since 
breaking his tibia early in 1987, 
adding "you don't forget how to 
ride." Glover said that two months 
ago doctors reported that his leg was 
up to 90 percent. 


Bubba Shobert wrapped up his 
third Grand National Champion- 
ship at the September 26 Ascot 
Half Mile, but second place in the 
National Dirt Track Series is still 
up for grabs and Ascot winner 
Chris Carr wants it.

Don 
Griewe (Kaw) finished second and 
Garth Sweetland (Hus) took third. 
The series overall title went to 
Kevin Steele (ATK), with Swee- 
tland finishing second and Griewe 
taking third. 


AB781, a California bill requiring all 
ATV riders under 18 years of age to 
have a safety certificate or be directly 
under adult supervision when riding 
on public lands, was signed into law 
September 21 by Governor George 
Deukmejian. All riders under 18 will 
have to complete a state-prescribed 
safety training course to receive a 
safety certificate, and even if they 
have a certificate, riders under 14 
must be under the direct supervision 
of an adult whenever they ride ATVs 
on public lands. The law will go into 
effect January 1, 1990. 


AB781 will establish an Off- 
Highway Vehicle Safety Educa- 
tion Committee in California, 
effective January 1, 1988. The 
committee will consist of the 
Commissioner of the California 
Highway Patrol, the Deputy

Motorcycles 
may escape 
stringent clean 
air standards 


WASHINGTON, D.C. SEPT 16 
Motorcyclists scored a major 
victory today when new lan- 
guage was written into pro- 
posed Clean Air Act Amend- 
ments which would allow motorcy- 
cles to escape the stringent hydrocar- 
bon emission standards proposed in 
Senate Bill 1351, introduced June 10 
by U.S. Senator George Mitchell ( D- 
Maine). 

Senator Dave Durenberger (IR- 
Minnesota), introduced amendments 
in the Senate Committee on Envir 
onment and Public Works to create 
a compromise which would reduce 
proposed emissions standards for 
motorcycles. 

Under Durenberger’s proposal, 
motorcycles with engine displace- 
ment less than 700cc will be allowed 
two grams-per-vehicle-mile of. 
hydrocarbon emissions while bikes 
with engine displacement greater 
than 700cc will be allowed 3.6 grams- 
per-vehicle-mile. These standards 
still represent a significant reduction 
in motorcycle emissions from cur- 
rent standards, but should not 
require the radical engine modifica- 
tions mandated by the original 
proposal. 

In its original form, S1351 would 
have required expensive, extensive 
engine and exhaust system modifi- 
cations, including catalytic conver- 
ters, water-cooled engines, and fuel 
injection systems to meet the pro- 
posed 0.25 grams-per-vehicle-mile 
standard.

Sorry course of events 


Thanks for being candid with your 
readers over the track conditions 
present at the August 21 Hamburg 
(New York) National Half Mile 
where rising young star Darrel Davis 
lost his life. 

I always believed impending dis- 
aster lurked around the corner in 
Hamburg after having witnessed a 
number of Nationals there, mostly 
because of what Cycle News outlined 
were the inherent problems of the 
course — long straights with too 
narrow of a groove in the corners to 
safely handle the speeds attained due 
to the shape of the track and dan- 
gerous conditions for crashing, 1.e. 


concrete abutments scantily clad in: 


hay bales. Over the years these 
conditions have produced some 
frightening crashes; sheer luck they 
didn't produce tragedies. 

In addition, another factor con- 
tributed to the sorry course of events 


on August 21 in Hamburg, in my 
mind at least, and that is the side- 
show-like status of the National. 
Could we not blame the poor track 
conditions this year on this sideshow 


attitude? How about the time two 


years ago after the running of the 
National when riders and tuners 
were in the midst of loading up their 
equipment and the fair management 
shut down the lighting for the 
fireworks with little or no warning. 
Then, too, there have been several 
incidents involving fairground man- 
agement and race fans concerning 
race fans having to pay to enter the 
fairgrounds in order to pay the gate 
fee into the race facility and not being 
reimbursed for the fair entry when 
they have on occasion been advised 
they would be. 

Riders come first, though, and 
American motorcycle racers should 
not be at the mercy of race promoters, 
which appears to have been the case 
in Hamburg. Riders must look to the 
AMA for this kind of protection but 
when it comes to Hamburg, my 
question 1s this: Where has the AMA 
been? I can remember a couple of 
years ago when the AMA took away 
the Hagerstown (Maryland) 
National but retained the Hamburg 
National when track conditions by 
virtue of the physical makeup of the 
Hagerstown track were infinitely 
superior to the conditions of Ham- 
burg. Why would that be? At Hager- 
stown, racing is the attraction. 


In the face of the Hamburg 


tragedy, these questions need to be 
addressed and answered.

and general counsel of Harley- 
Davidson and a member of the AMA 
Board of Trustees said, “We (Harley- 
Davidson) are pleased with these new 
amendments and feel that reason has 
finally prevailed. Our senators from 
Wisconsin and Pennsylvania did a 
fine job of presenting the motorcy- 
clists' concerns on this issue to their 
colleagues in the senate.” 

According to Hoelter, Harley- 
Davidson will be able to comply with 
Senator Durenberger’s amendments. 
Had the original bill passed, how- 
ever, Harley-Davidson estimated that 
it would have cost 1n the neighbor- 
hood of $1300 per motorcycle to meet 
the 0.25 standard. 

The increase in cost could have 
driven some of the manufacturers out 
of the American market. e 


CPSC bill may 
lead to ATV 
recall, refunds

WASHINGTON D.C., SEPT. 25 

A bill introduced today in the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
would establish a recall/ 
refund program for all three- 


wheeled all-terrain vehicles and any 
four-wheeled ATV originally pur- 
chased for children under age 16. 

The measure, known as the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission 
Improvement Act of 1987, also would 
curb the power of CPSC Chairman 
Terrence Scanlon by reorganizing 
the CPSC, and would. establish 
congressionally-mandated guide- 
lines for regulating ATVs and other 
controversial consumer products, 
such as lawn darts and disposable 
cigarette lighters. 

The measure, which has not been 
numbered, was submitted by Con- 
gressman James Florio (D-New 
Jersey), chairman of the House 
Commerce, Consumer Protection 
and Competitiveness subcommittee, 
and was co-sponsored by each of the 
eight Democrats sitting on the 
subcommittee, including Dennis 
Eckart (D-Ohio) and outspoken 
ATV opponent Henry Waxman (D- 
California). 

If passed, the bill would require 
the CPSC to issue an ATV consumer 
product safety rule within one year. 
According to a fact sheet released by 
Florio and Eckart during a Sep- 
tember 23 news conference, the safety 
rule, “would have to address warn- 
ing and training of users, safety 
performance of ATVs, and would 
have to provide for refund options 
for past purchasers of the danger- 
ously unstable three-wheel ATVs 
and adult-sized four-wheel ATVs 
purchased for children under 16 — 
the same refund remedy the commis- 
sion seeks to pursue in its proposed 
enforcement action. 

"By legislaung this result, long 
and costly litigation will be avoided 
and safety 1mprovements can begin 
more quickly. The bill would also 
provide incentives for states to adopt 
licensing, training and minimum 
age laws for ATV drivers." 

According to an outline of the 
measure, which has not been released 
in its entirety, the bill also would, 
"require that the manufacturers of 
ATVs offer free training, helmets and 


other protective equipment, provide 


notice to purchasers of the risk of

Shobert clinches title

GARDENA, CA, SEPT. 26 


Harley-Davidson's Chris Carr dominated 
the 29th running of the Ascot Half Mile 
in Gardena, powering away on his Mert 
Lawwill-tuned factory Harley-Davidson to 


win the lion’s share of the cash 
in both the $35,000 National 
half mile main event and the 
five-lap, $17,500 Camel Chal- 


lenge dash for cash. 

An even bigger winner, however, 
was Team Honda's Bubba Shobert, 
who clinched his third consecutive 
AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship with a fourth place ‘finish in 
the 20-lap final. 

Shobert, who wrapped up his third 
Camel Pro title in New York on 
September 12 when the Syracuse 
Mile was rained out, collected 11 
points for fourth place at Ascot, 
which pushed his National Dirt 
Track Series point total to 212. Even 
if Team Harley's Scott Parker (who 
is second in the standings with 191 
points) wins the last race of the series 
in Sacramento next weekend, the best 
he can hope for is 211 points. 


Carr claimed his victory before 
7000 southern California race fans, 
beating Hud Racing's Ted Boody, 
Parker, Shobert and “Findlay Flyer" 
Steve Morehead in a brutal, 
handlebar-banging battle that lasted 
for the full 20 laps. Carr got away 
from the pack early in the race and 
pulled away, but second-place was 
up for grabs all the way to the 
checkered flag and every rider run- 
ning in the top 10 had a shot at it. 

"I've never been on the box on a 
half mile," Carr said in the winner's 
circle. ‘“To get on the top of the box 
the first time is great. In the heat race 
I was struggling; the bike didn’t 
work worth a damn. But we changed 
tires for the Challenge (from a 
Carlisle Universal to a Goodyear) 
and set up the chassis differently. It 
worked great. We didn’t have to 
make any changes for the main." 

"I would rather have gone out in

style and won the race,” said Shobert, 
"but it was a tough race. I had a 
couple of close calls out there. I had 
my eye on Parker the whole race, but 
it was hard to take the kind of 


chances you have to take to win here 


at Ascot because I had the champion- 
ship on my mind. I was racing for 
the championship.” 

Parker was philosophical about 
the elusive title that has escaped his 
erasp yet again. 

"Its one of those things," said 
Parker. “I did the best I could. I rode 
100 percent all year and I got beat. 
I'm not disappointed. Bubba has a 
superb motorcycle and he rides it 
good. It's history — he won it again 
— but I’m happy with the year. 
Those Hondas are not slow 
motorcycles.” 

Carr collected winnings of 
approximately $16,625, including 
$10,000. for winning the Camel 
Challenge, $4645 for his victory in 
the feature race, $20 per lap for 
leading 19 of the 20 laps in the main 
event (for a total of $380), $100 for 
setting fast time and a $1500 bonus 
from Harley-Davidson for winning 
the National. 

Boody took home $3080 for second 
place in the main event, while 
Parker's third netted him $2005; 
Parker also collected $2500 for 
finishing second in the Camel 
Challenge. 


Time Trials 


Carr gassed his H-D Motor Co./ 
Mert Lawwill/Shoei/ Hobie 
Apparel/Hap Jones/R.S. Taichi 
Harley-Davidson to a fast qualifying 
lap of 22.303 seconds, nearly nine- 
tenths of a second slower than the 
track record of 21.419, set by two-time 
National Champion Ricky Graham 
in 1983. 

Parker qualified his Bill Werner- 
tuned Harley second fastest at 22.306, 
Shobert was third fastest at 22.379 
aboard his Skip Eaken/Ray Plumb- 
prepared Honda, and Moreheard 
rounded out the heat race pole-sitters 
on his Hank Scott-prepped Harley 
with a time of 22.383. 

The talk of the qualifying session 
was Michigan's Bryan Villella, this 
season's standout Junior, who was 
riding in his first-ever Expert race. 
Villella, facing off against the big V- 
twins aboard a Ron Wood-tuned, 
Wood-Rotax single, stopped the 
clock at 22.385 to earn fifth fastest 
time and a spot in the Camel 


Challenge.

"I've been waiting for this," said 
Villella. “If I can get a holeshot (in 
the Camel Challenge) and make 
them go around me, I think I can 
hold them off.” 

Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp 
Racing’s Doug Chandler took the 
last spot on the Camel Challenge 
starting grid by qualifying sixth 


fastest aboard his Honda with a 
22.408 time. Honda-mounted Terry 
Poovey, Boody, Graham and three- 
time National Champion Jay 
Springsteen rounded out the top 10. 
The 48th and final Expert to make 
the program from the 57 riders who 
attempted to qualify was California’s 
Robert Damron; his cutoff time was 
23.6 seconds. 
Heats 


It was Illinois privateer Tim 
Mertens who grabbed an impressive 
holeshot when the green light sig- 
naled the start of the first 10-lap 
Expert heat race, followed by Gra- 
ham and Californian Keith Day. By 
the end of the first lap, Boody had 
worked his way around Day to take 
over third and Carr, who was strug- 
gling to find traction, was running 
in mid-pack. 

Boody turned up the throttle on 
his Hud Racing/Arai/Fox/Megacy- 
cle/Bel-Ray/Tsubaki-backed Honda 
on lap two, powering around both 
Graham and Mertens. By the midway 
point Boody was stretching his lead, 
while Graham, Carr and Gardner 
Racing’s Steve Eklund had passed a 
tractionless Mertens and were setting 
out after the Hud Racing rider. 

The trio battling for second gained 
on Boody in the closing laps but 
couldn’t catch him. He wheelied 
across the line to take the win, trailed 
by Graham and Carr: Eklund fin- 
ished fourth, right on Carr’s rear 
wheel, but he was one positon out 
of the direct transfer slots to the main 
event. 

Michigan's Parker pulled the 
holeshot in -heat two, diving into 
turn one with teammate Springsteen, 
Canadian Jon Cornwell and Harley- 
mounted Eric Rausch on his tail. 
The crowd cheered when Springer 
passed Parker coming out of turn 
two, but Parker’s H-D Motor Co./ 
Tsubaki/Bell/SuperTrapp Harley. 
had the lead again at the end of the 
first lap. Then Parker simply turned 
up the gas and ran away from 
everyone. 

Texan Poovey, aboard the Shoei/ 
Marioneaux Racing Honda, shook 
off a poor start and worked his way 
through traffic to finish a distant 
second behind Parker after fighting 
for the runner-up spot with Corn- 
well and Springsteen for the entire 
10 laps. Cornwell claimed third, and 
the last direct transfer to the main, 
while Springsteen and Rausch had 
to settle for trips to the semis with 
fourth and fifth, respectively. 

Circle Bell’s Scott Pearson lost the 
holeshot to Gardner Racing’s Pete 
Hames in the third 10-lap Expert 
heat race when he wheelied off the 
line, but Pearson had the lead by the 
end of lap one and never looked back. 

Chandler, looking for his third 
straight half mile win at Ascot Park, 











, 


had moved into second by lap two 
and Shobert took third from Hames 
on lap four. 

The race was red flagged at the 
midway point when Wood-Rotax- 
mounted Mark Corsetti went down 
in turn two. Rookie Corsetti, making 
his debut as an. Expert, reportedly 
was pushed into the wall by another 
rider. He was transported by ambu- 
lance to nearby Harbor General 
Hospital in Torrance with possible 
back injuries, but his injuries weren't 
believed to be serious. 

Pearson led Chandler, Shobert, 
Hames, Harley-mounted Don How- 
ard of California and Ohio's George 
Roeder III into turn one following 
the single-row restart. Positions 
changed little unul lap seven, when 
Chandler saw his chances of another 
Ascot win, and any title hopes he 
might have had, fade completely 
away when a flat rear tire put him 
out of the heat race and out of the 
National. 

“The valve stem pulled out of the 
rear tire three laps from the end," 
Chandler said. “I noticed it coming 
out of turn four. I was hoping it 
would hold up, but it just completely 
went." 

Pearson's Circle Bell/Shoei/Hap 
Jones/SuperTrapp/ Carlisle/H1- 
Point/ND Red Line/Kal-Gard/ 
Megacycle/RK/Works Perf./Rick 
Reed/Mikuni/K&N/Grand Prix

in second. Roeder moved past How- 
ard and Hames to claim the last 
transfer to the main event. 

Rookie Villella led the veterans 
into turn one at the start of heat four, 
but was dropped to third coming out 
of turn two by Harley-mounted Mike 
Garrison of California and More- 
head. Morehead passed Garrison on 
the back straight to take over the lead, 
but the race was stopped moments 
later when Ohio’s Don Estep bailed 
off hard, into the wall, going into 
turn three. —— 

"Im very stiff," Estep said after 
the incident. “I got into the turn, it 
broke loose, my foot got caught in 
a hole, the bike did about four 
wobbles, then it pitched me. I just 
couldn't hold it.” 

GF Racing's Ronnie Jones, of 
Oklahoma, led Garrison, Morehead 
and Maryland's "Im going to take 
no prisoners" Rodney Farris into 
turn one at the restart. Morehead 
passed both Jones and Garrison to 
take over the lead by the end of lap 
one. 

By the midway point, Jones was 
pressuring Morehead for the lead, 
while Villella had bumped Garrison 
and Farris to fourth and fifth, 
respectively. By the seventh lap, 
Morehead was powering away on his 
KK/F&S H-D/Laube’s/Storz/J.W. 
Hunt/Dragoo Harley-Davidson, 
while Villella’s Wood-Rotax single 
had bumped Jones’ V-twin Honda 
to third, setting the final finishing 
order. Farris finished fourth, earning 
a semi berth, while Garrison had 
been bumped to sixth by Aaron Hill. 

Villella’s second place earned him 
the distinction of being the first 
rookie to qualify for a National main 
event in 1987, a feat which most 
hkely will earn him Rookie of the 
Year honors, even though he rode 
most of the year as a Junior. 


Semis

lead at the end of lap one with 
Springsteen second and Eklund 
third.

Day held onto the lead and pulled 
away to take the win following the 
restart. Springsteen. settled into a 
comfortable second and held on for 
the duration, but Eklund lost the 
battle for third to Iowa's Rich King 
when King passed him just after the 
restart and held off the Gardner 
Racing pilot — just barely — all the 
way to the checkered flag. 

The second semi was a dogfight 
between Garrison, Howard, Hames, 
Chad Felicio, amd Farris. Garrison 
grabbed the holeshot, leading How- 
ard, Hames, Felicio and Farris out 
of the hole, but by the midway point 
Farris had taken the lead for good 
and was setting the pace for Howard, 
Felicio and Hames. Felicio eventu- 
ally bumped Howard to third, set- 


. ting the final finishing order. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Only one rider would transfer 
from the LCQ to the National, and 
the crowd wanted that rider to be 
Springsteen — they weren't 
disappointed. 

Hames nailed the holeshot, fol- 
lowed by Eklund, King, Howard and 
Springer, who began carving his way 
through traffic. By the fourth lap 
Springsteen was in first place and by 
lap six he was pulling away. Sprin- 
ger easily won the LCQ, leaving 
Hames, Eklund, Felicio and Howard 
to load up their trailers. 


Camel Challenge 


Morehead was first off the line at 
the start of the five-lap Camel 
Challenge sprint race, leadin 
Parker, Carr, Shobert, Chandler 
(who had a new tube in his rear tire) 
and 18-year-old Villella into turn 
one. _ 

Parker held the lead over Shobert, 
Morehead, Carr and Chandler at the 
end of the first lap. Villella was 
running sixth, his single obviously 
down on power against the nation’s 
top twins, and he was a bit reluctant 
to join the fray. 

“Those guys are pretty fast," 
Villella said afterward. “I was just 
trying to finish, watching those guys 
battle, and I didn’t want to get into 
the middle of all that.” 

Carr, working with very little ume, 
mounted a charge from fourth place, 
while Morehead was fading fast 
because of, "no brakes — the rear 
brake (lever) would go all the way 
to the ground." 

Carr was riding on Parker's rear 
fender by the end of lap two, and 
passed his teammate for the lead on 
the front straight at the end of lap 
three after setting up Parker coming 
out of turn four. Morehead followed 
in third, Chandler was fourth and 
Shobert was running fifth. 


Morehead faded to fifth on lap

four, while Shobert got around 
Chandler to take over third. At the 
finish, the order read Carr, Parker,

‘Tve made more money from 
Challenge races this year than I did 
all of last year," Carr said. 

How did Carr go from fourth to 
first in a short, fivetlap sprint? “It 
was just consistent riding," he said. 
"I put in five hard laps and ran down 
low on the race track and it worked 
good." 


National 

Fifteen riders sat on the starting 
grid for the final, 20-lap National 
half mile of 1987. Row one was filled 
out by Boody, Parker, Morehead, 
Pearson, Graham, and Poovey. Roo- 
kie Villella found himself lined up 
on the inside of row two, next to 
Shobert, Carr, Cornwell, Jones and 
Roeder. Farris, Day and Springsteen 
filled out the back row. 

Pearson nailed the holeshot with 
Graham, Poovey and Parker on his 
rear fender. Carr was running about 
fifth, Shobert was sixth and Boody 
was off the line about eighth. 

By the end of the first lap, Carr 
had moved up to third place, and 
at the end of the second lap he led 
a tight, five-way battle for the lead 
that included Pearson, Graham, 
Parker and Shobert. Boody was 
running sixth and Morehead was 
beginning to make his move from 
seventh. 

Carr simply took off and left the 
field for the next few laps. Graham 
watched from second and Parker 
watched from third as Carr powered 
away. Shobert held down fourth 
while Boody and Morehead rounded 
out the top six. Poovey was seventh 
and Pearson had faded to eighth. 

The six riders fighting for second 
place jockeyed for position contin- 
uously, trading high lines for low 
lines and banging handlebars as they 
exited turns two and four in a brutal 
display of aggressive riding. On lap 
10 Villella became a victim of that 
aggression while exiting turn four. 

“T got a little close to somebody 
and my front end got pushed out,” 
he said. Villella’s crash brought out 
the red flag. 

Carr picked up where he left off 
when the race was restarted. He 
quickly powered away, leaving 
Graham to hold off Parker, More- 
head, Boody, Shobert and Poovey, all 
of whom were within striking dis- 
tance of second place. 

Graham saw second disappear on 
lap 17 when first Parker then Boody 
powered by. Graham was dropped 
to fourth, ahead of Morehead, Sho- 
bert, Poovey and Farris. 


Carr cruised to victory by a con- 
siderable margin on lap 20, while 
Boody managed to get around Parker 
in the late going to finish second. 
Shobert settled for fourth, and the 
championship, behind Parker, while 
Morehead finished fifth. Graham, 
Poovey, Farris, Jones, and Day 
rounded out the top 10, while 
Roeder, Pearson, Villella, Spring- 
steen and Cornwell filled out the 
final five. 

“When you're in the lead, every 
little sound makes you wonder," said 
Carr after the race. "But there weren't 
any noises. Mert (Lawwill) really did 
a great job.” 

“I had my momentum up and just 
about the time they stopped the race 
(on lap 10) I was coming up,” said 
Boody. "There was something 
wrong with the clutch, warped 
plates, and I couldn't get off the start. 
When I finally got by Parker on the 
last lap, Chris was too far ahead. I 
figured second was the best I could 
do. 

"You would get ahead a little bit 
and someone would get a good drive 
and stuff you," said Boody. “It was 
an awesome race.” 

Moorehead said he went for a wild 
ride at one point during the 
National. 

"In the main event I hit the wall 
out of turn two and Bubba ran up 
my leg," Morehead said. “I was in 
a tank slapper all the way down the 
back straight. The only way I could 
get out of it was to let go of the bars. 
Those guys got away from me, and 
then I caught them! The motorcycle 
ran good all day. I just flat got beat.” 

"Everything happened on the last 
lap," said Parker. "Bubba passed two 
guys and I got passed. I didn't bang 
bars with anybody; I'm glad of that. ©

Watts, Stanton, 
Davis cook to 
Sunrise wins

Kawasakis Tommy Watts, Yamaha's Jeff 
Stanton and Honda-supported Ty Davis 
took home overall wins in the 500, 250 and 
125cc classes, respectively, when CMC's 


8  Trans-Cal Series moved to the | brutal and technically tight 























Sunrise Cycle Park MX Track. 

Kawasaki's stonghold on the 
big-bore class didn't let up 1n Ade- 
lanto and when the dust cleared it 
was Watts who led Team Green into 
the winner's circle. 

Kawasaki-mounted Mike Larson 
took the first moto win in the 500« 
division, but he had it given to him 
when two other Kawasaki riders — 
Gordon Ward and Watts — tangled 
and went down on lap four. Watts 
remounted to finish second, Honda 
rider Willie Simons took third, and 
Ward finished a distant 12th. 

Moto two was an all-Watts show, 
even though Ward also was in the 
hunt. Watts took the win, Ward 
trailed in second and third went to 
Honda rider Doug O'Donnell. 

Stanton capitalized on other rid- 
ers’ problems to win both heats and 
the overall in the 250cc Pro class. 
Malcolm Smith's Yamaha- 
supported Brian Manley took an 
early lead in the first moto, but 
dropped out on lap four with a dead 
ignition, leaving Stanton to inherit 
the lead. He rode to a convincing win 





over Yamaha-supported Jeff Mabery 
and Shaun Kalos. | 

Suzuki's Willie Surratt grabbed 
the holeshot in the second moto and 
was pulling away when something 
punctured the front tire on his RM, 
once again leaving Stanton to take 
control of the lead. While Surratt 
struggled, Stanton led Mike Kied- 
rowski and Yamaha rider Billy Frank 
across the finish line. 

The brutal Sunrise Cycle Park 
facility demanded much from a 
motorcycle, and nowhere was that 
more evident than in the 125cc Pro 
class. 

Honda-mounted Mike Pascarella 
nailed down an awesome holeshot 
at the start of the first 125cc moto, 
while fellow Honda rider Bob Moore 
gave chase and eventually got by for 
the lead. Kawasaki-supported Kied- 
rowski was charging hard on the 
leaders, running just behind third- 
place rider Michael Craig, on a 
Yamaha, when his bike was the first 
of many to seize. Moore led Pasca- 
rella and Craig at the finish. 

Mike Young gave Cagiva their first 
holeshot of the series at the start of 
the second 125cc moto, but Young's 
lead was short-lived. His throttle 
housing let go when he launched his 
bike off a sky-high jump on lap two. 
This let Davis slip by for the lead 
while Pascarella held a solid second, 
which would have given him the 
overall had his Honda not seized 
three turns from the finish. Davis 
took the win, followed by Yamaha- 
supported Doug Dubach and Kawa- 
saki rider Bader Manneh. 

The first round of action in the 
500cc Pro class saw Yamaha rider 
Russ Wageman capture a picture- 
perfect holeshot, followed by Ward, 
O'Donnell, Willie Simons and 
Watts. Wageman retired with rear 
end problems on the first lap, leaving 
Ward in front. Watts, however, was 
charging hard and by lap two had 
passed Simons and O'Donnell and 
had moved up on Ward by lap three. 

The: order for the top four 
remained the same on lap six, while 
Larson had gotten past Kawasaki 
rider Dan Berg to take over fifth. 
Larson began a charge on lap seven 
that saw him move into third, behind 
Ward and Watts, while Simons and 
Berg rounded out the top five. 

Watts moved in on Ward and 
began to try anything he could to 
get by. The two riders collided in a 
tight turn on lap eight and both went 
down, allowing Larson to take the 
lead. Watts was the first to remount, 
getting up quickly enough to hang 
onto second, but Larson was uncat- 
chable. Ward, a little shaken, 
remounted slowly and finished 12th. 
Larson took the win, followed by 
Watts, Simons, Berg and Reynolds. 

“He was moving up on me," Ward 
said after the moto. “I was getting 
tired and I had been shutting him 
off in that corner, and he tried to 
pass there. He t-boned me and got 
bv." 

Moto two was a carbon copy of 
the first heat. Wagemam nailed 
another perfect holeshot, followed 
closely by Watts, Simons, Honda 
rider. Jim Ortner and Ward. Larson 
bailed off at the start and was 
running dead last. 

By lap two Ward was charging on 
the front-runners, and on the fourth 
lap leader Wageman cased his 
Yamaha in a technical section and 
dropped to seventh. Watts took over 
the lead and never looked back, 
riding to an easy win and the overall. 
Ward finished second, O'Donnell 
held off Wageman for third and fifth 
went to Reynolds. 

First moto action in the 250cc class 
saw Honda-mounted Terry Fowler 
get the jump on the rest of the field, 
followed by Manley and Honda rider 








Jon Nelson. Manley got by Fowler 
in a turn to take over the lead on 
lap two while Stanton had moved 
into fourth, followed by Frank, 
Watts, Matiasevich and Kawasaki 
rider Frank Brundage. 

Manley dropped out with a dead 
ignition on lap two, and Stanton 
passed Fowler to take the lead. 
Stanton was out front and still 
pulling away as the moto drew to 
a close. On lap eight Stanton was 
followed by a fading Fowler, 
Yamaha rider Jeff Mabery, Kalos and 
Nelson. Davis, who had been run- 
ning in the top five, tangled with 
Fowler, fell and remounted in sixth 
place. 

On the last lap Maybery and Kalos 
had passed Fowler, while Davis had 
charged into fifth. Stanton won the 
moto followed by Mabery, Kalos, 
Fowler and Davis. 

Suzuki's Surratt nailed the hole- 
shot in the second 250cc moto and 
increased his lead with every turn. 
He was trailed by Stanton, Kied- 
rowski, Frank, Davis and Mabery. 

Surratt's lead was gone by the end 
fo the second lap when a nasty bump 
popped the front tire on his RM, 
allowing Stanton to move into the 
lead. Kiedrowski was in a’ solid 
second, followed by Frank, Davis, 
and Matiasevich. 

The top four remained the same 
for the rest of the race, while Mabery 
and Watts moved into their finishing 
positions of fifth and sixth, respec- 
tively, when Matiasevich got off hard 
in a sweeper and dropped out of the 
race. 

At the end of the first lap of the 
first moto in 125cc Pro action 
Pascarella had control of the lead 
followed by Moore, Craig, Kied- 
rowski, Yamaha rider Mike Young, 
Mabery, Davis, Kyle Lewis and 
Matiasevich. By the end of the third 
lap Moore had moved in on Pasca- 
rella and waited until the fourth lap 
to strike. At the bottom of the large 
tabletopjump Moore went to the out- 
side and simply carried a harder drive 
out of the turn and moved into the 
lead. At this point Davis had moved 
up to fourth, and began to surge on 
the leaders. Kiedrowski dropped out 
when his bike quit, while Lewis held 
on to the fifth spot just ahead of 
Matiasevich and Doug Dubach. 

On the eighth lap Lewis bobbled 
and let Matiasevich and Dubach by. 
Matiasevich got on the gas and 
moved by Davis for fourth, making 
the order Moore, Pascarella, Craig, 
Matiasevich, Davis and Dubach. 
Matiasevich made a last lap charge 
on Craig, moved up alongside Craig 
and passed him on the inside of a 
sweeper. A little further down the 
track Matiasevich hit a nasty lip on 
the end of a small jump, got radically 
sideways in the air and highsided 
when he landed. 

Moore took the win just ahead of 
Pascarella, Craig was back in third 
and Davis took fourth. Fifth went to 
Dubach who charged to the finish 
and almost passed Davis in the last 
turn. 

When the gate fell for the second 
moto Manneh beat everyone to the 
first turn but the start was called 
back. Young led Manneh on the 
restart with Davis, Craig, Pascarella 
and Lewis following. Rounding a 
long sweeper Manneh's rear tire lost 
grip which allowed Davis to get by 
and stay right with Young.

Dubach came through second ahead 
of Manneh, Moore and Manley who 
had just moved into the fifth spot.

Junior division two class Ricky Lutz 
jammed to the front of the pack and 
never looked back. Mark Stuen held 
control of second for two laps until 
Scott Schroeder got by and began to 
close on Lutz. Time ran out before 
Schroeder could close in and Lutz 
took the win. | 

Todd Starks performed flawlessly 
in the second moto taking the win 
and overall victory after his third 
place finish in moto one. 

The 500cc Junior class was dom- 
inated by Kawasaki-mounted John 
Cameron. Chuck Bagwell was lead- 
ing the first moto when he crashed 
and gave the win to Cameron. 
Cameron took the second round too 
over Bagwell, who claimed second 
overall with 2-2 scores. Jon Nicolaus

Interview: Speedway National 
Champion Bobby Schwartz 





The speedway champ on 


defending his title and... 


By Scott Daloisio 


Bobby Schwartz is one of the greatest riders in the history of American speedway 
racing and he is the defending National Champion. He also happens to be 
a fierce competitor who truly loves the sport of speedway racing. Schwartz 
and his longtime mechanic, Craig Conners, have been extremely busy preparing 
for the October 3 National Speedway Championship at Costa Mesa, 
California's Orange County Fairgrounds, but Schwartz found time to sit down 
and talk with us 1n the comfort of his Costa Mesa home. 


After eight successful seasons in the 
British League, you decided to race 
in southern California in 1987. Why? 
I always said to myself that once I 
went for that National Champion- 


ship and became Champion, I would 


like to stay home. In the two years 
before this year I was second (in the 
National) and it was marginal if I 
was going to stay home or not. I was 
being touted back to the British 
League with different offers. from 
different clubs. When I didn't win 
(the National), it gave me more of 
a reasón to go back. It was becoming 
leaner over there because the league 
had dwindled down from 17 teams 
to 11 and there wasn't as much racing 
on the continent. Less teams and less 
races equals less money. At times, 
you had to hassle to get some of your 
money. I got kind of burned out on 
it and the novelty sort of wore off. 
I realized that after Bruce Penhall, 
Dennis Sigalos, John Cook, Scott 
Autrey and a lot of them had left. 
It was like leaving high school and 
your friends. It wasn't as much fun 
anymore. I decided I wanted to win 
that National Championship and I 
also had some personal reasons to 


come home. To be a little more: 


domestic. I kind of felt likea prisoner 
over there. I was home all alone a 
lot of times. I didn't really have 
anybody to share my success or 
failures with. When I did win the 
title 1t really gave me the reason to 
stay home. 

Are you happy with the way things 
have gone in 1987? 

Yeah. Things have worked out well. 
The racing here 1s just as tough as 
it is all over the world. It is even a 
little. more aggressive over here. It 
really takes its toll on your body 
night after night. I am 31 and a lot 
of these kids that are racing are 17 
or 18. They have brains but they have 
no fear. They just go for it. They 
are great little riders and they are 
going to be greater, especially when 
they get a bit more saddle time in. 
When they get as much experience 
as Bruce, Dennis, myself and the rest 
of the boys in Europe, they will be 
even bigger and better than we ever 
were. That’s what I am wishing for. 
In England you were a controversial 
figure. You had a few run-ins with 
the officials, fans and other riders. 
Here we have seen none of that and 
you seem happy all the time. 

I didn’t have much trouble with the 
officials or other riders. It was a lot 
of the fans. They just picked on me. 
I was so far away from home I had 
nobody to defend me and back me. 
I just got tired of people spitting at 
me and calling me names. I don’t 
know if any human being can take 
that for very long. It was just a 
bummer to go to the races. People 
knew that they would get me riled 
up and they really hassled me. Here, 
a few of the people have booed me 
and said things to me but I just wave 
at them and smile. I have grown up 
a lot through what I went through 
in Europe. I have seen the people 



































that are doing it. The people that 
are doing it are either idiots or they 
are drunk. They don’t know any 
different. Here, most of the people 
that are doing it don’t really have 
a high standard for themselves. I try 
to keep a high standard of myself. 


The best thing I can do is just wave - 


and smile. Like you said, there have 
not really been too many instances 
when I have had any problems. 
When there are problems on the track 
that could be a major deal, it hasn’t 
happened. You have never ever seen 
me throw my helmet. I guess I have 
to bite my tongue sometimes and say, 
‘OK, Bobby, you are the National 
Champion. You have to set an 
example here.’ 


amico riders were the kings of 
way in winning ways and with 
e fans. In 1982 the U.S.A. won the 
Grand Slam (World Individual, Best 
Pairs and World Team Cup). Then 
Penhall, Autrey and Preston retired 
and Sigalos was forced to retire. As 
you said earlier, it wasn't the same. 
Where would you guys have been 
today if they were still there? 


We would probably be the same way 
that the Danes are. I don't know that 
for sure. I felt that we had a real 
comradery, between us that was 
unstoppable. It did rub off a little 
bit on the Danes and the English. 
They learned a little bit from us. 


That comradery, in England, is no 
longer there with the Americans. 





Occasionally, there are a few bad 
thorns 1n the team from what I hear. 
There have been certain times and 
certain things that have happened. 
They have told me that I have been 
missed over there because after Bruce 
left in 1982, I became the captain and 
the organizer of things. Shawn 
Moran has done a good job and has 
asked me for some advice. He is 
doing as good a job as he can possibly 
do for the team. I'm not saying 1t 
is me that is missing. Maybe the boys 
who were younger have grown up 
a little bit and gone their separate 
ways. Life changes over there. Years 
ago, 1n 1982, it was for real. We were 
the best and now we are not. It has 
been proven that we are not. Maybe 


=~ 


one day we will be again. I feel we 
will with the boys that are upcom- 
ing. Right now we are in a little bit 
of a stagnate stage. There's really not 
a lot to offer over there unless you 
are actually after the World 
Championship. 

If the old gang was still there would 
you still be there with them? 


I probably would be. We pulled 
together all the time. Whatever we 
could do for each other. It was such 
an electric feeling with an American 
team that couldn’t be beaten. When 
Dennis and I won the World Pairs 
in 1982°we worked together so well. 
It was just fantastic. I don’t think’ 
there has been a pair that has worked 
as well since. Shawn and I tried and 
we tried our best. I think what has 
really happened over there is the 
Danish riders have gotten that much 
better in their equipment and their 
sponsorships. The Danes have their 
whole country behind them. Those 
guys are on IV and they are sports 
superstars in their own right. They 
have big $20,000 or $40,000 sBonsor- 


ships for Mercedes vans with air 


compressors and fans. They have 
three or four mechanics and six 
bikes. They have what it takes to be 
successful. The American boys are 
just kind of scraping together what 
they can since the British League 
isn’t so financially rewarding. We 
just don’t have the organization that 
it takes to win and it takes a lot of 
organization.: The Danes seem to 
have it along with all the talent that 
they have. 


You have been racing four nights a 
week all season long and you have 
only missed two races. You went 
down hard a few times but it hasn't 
stopped you. 

The two races that I missed were 
because I decided to take a break for 
the week of the American Final. I 
have the determination of being the 
number one rider. I really want to 
do the best I can. I wanted to try to 
be the best number one since Bruce 
Penhall or Kelly Moran. The dur- 
ability factor is in my own heart. I 
eat, drink, sleep, live and love speed- 
way. I do the best I can for the sport 
and the spectators and that means 
me being at all the race tracks. It does 
take its toll on me. Health-wise I am 
pretty worn out right now. I have 
had problems with my knees before 
and I'm finding that I am having 
problems later in the year now. I have 
had a few crashes and a few knocks 
with them. These knees were hurt 
when I was 15 and 16. I do find it 
hard to walk after the races and when 
I get up in the morning. I still love 
the sport and wouldn't change 
anything I have done for the world. 
Everything I have ever gained and 
done 1s well worth 1t. 


As we speak, you have 54 wins on 
the year. Only one of those wins has 
been in Handicap action. The rest 
have been in Scratch. Explain your 
Scratch racing success. 

I really enjoy the Scratch racing 
because 1t 1s so much easier for me 
to battle with the guys I really know 
and trust. I know how their riding 
styles are. It is just a lot more fun 
for me because you can ride flat out 
as fast as you can and trust the riders. 
Scratch racing is all out, go for it 
right from the start, balls out racing. 
I find in Handicap racing, when you 
start behind everybody, it is really 
tough to get up the speed that you 
need and you really take your life 
in your hands. A lot of the riders 
(Handicap) are young and ambi- 
tious.. They are very aggressive and 
they go for it. A lot of them end up 
bouncing off the walls and doing 
tricks. Even when you don’t try that 
hard in the Handicaps you can still 
get yourself in a lot of trouble. You

can get wiped out by a rider or two. 
Handicap 1s good for the crowd and 
good for the up-and-coming riders 
but I don't have anything to prove 
after 13 or 14 years of racing 
speedway. 

Since Carlisle stopped producing 
motorcycle tires you guys are now 
on Barums. The Barum has caused 
a little bit of controversy. 

It is a different tire and it 1s hard 
to ride. It 1s just like anything else, 
we have to get used to it. Once we 
get the air pressures dialed in, the 
cuts we make on it and the gearing 
down, it will work out. Now it is 
hampering most of the riders but 
some of the riders’ styles are doing 
better because of the tire change. It 
is definitely different, but whether it 
is good or bad, I just don’t know yet. 
In World Championship qualifying 
you have had the absolute worst luck 
and you have never made it to the 
World Final. What gives? 

Whenever I have qualified through 
one round, it has been the next round 
that knocks me out of it. Whether 
it be when I am on the line and I 
knock the magic box off with my leg 
or something stupid. Anything can 
happen. This year, at the American 
Final, I had an engine prepared that 
Sam Ermolenko tied for first in the 
World Final with. The thing was 
ready to go. It had just been broken 
in and had three race meetings since 
everything inside of it had been 
brand new. The piston exploded in 
it. The piston wasn't tricked out, it 


was just a bad casting. The luck has 
been bad for me and I haven't made 
it but that's OK. It is not the be all 
and end all.of speedway to make the 
World Final. I would like to make 
the World Final and I still have a 
chance. I have been successful in 
every other part of speedway. I 
couldn't have gotten the education 
in school that I have gotten from 
speedway. I have raced in 15 or 16 
countries all over the world. I have 
met families and friends everywhere 
and have had a great time. 

On October you are going to defend 
your National Championship. Is 
there as much pressure in this 
meeting as there is in a World 
Qualifier? 

Oh yeah, there is a lot of pressüre 
on riders, especially me being the 
National Champion. I have been in 
as many important events as anybody 
in the National field. I know the 
feeling. Doing it on the one night 
is what makes speedway so special. 
I will be just as mentally prepared 
as anybody else. My first heat 1s a 
very tough heat. Probably the tough- 
est heat of the night is the very first 
heat (Schwartz will face Bobby Ott, 
Mike Faria and Sam Ermolenko in 
the opening heat). I would rather 
race them at the beginning of the 
night rather than the end. At the end 
of the night you are pretty much into 
your click of doing good or doing 
bad. The nerves get reduced quite a 
bit after you have your first ride. The 
pressure on the night is there but it 


is a situation where I can rise above 
it and try to make it work for me 
rather than against me. The younger 
guys are really going to feel the 
butterflies. I know how they feel and 
they are all aiming to knock me 
down. If it happens, it happens. 
There is no disgrace in losing the 
championship when you have had 
the year that I have had. Iam hoping 
and planning to win it though. 
Right after the National, you are 
leaving for England to finish the 
season with your old team at King’s 
Lynn. The question 1s, will you be 
back in southern California for the 
1988 season? 

I think so. I am not going back there 
to decide if I want to race in England 
again. I don't see any reason why I 
shouldn't stay home again next year. 
Especially if I defend my title again. 
If I win it, I would definitely like 
to stay here. If not, I could do 
anything. Really, in my heart, I 
would like to stay in southern 
California. I have once again estab- 
lished myself here with the fans. I 
had a good fan following in England 
but like I said earlier, I had a lot 
of people heckling me and I didn't 
really enjoy that. It was hard to be 
away from home for as long as I was. 
I really see myself staying in southern 
California and trying to help out as 
much as I can with the sport. I am 
having a school here real soon and 
if that becomes successful, I would 
like to continue with a few more next 
year. I want to put something back 


into the sport that I love so much. 
You are 31 now. How much longer 
do you plan on racing and what are 
you going to do once you stop 
racing? 

I don't know exactly how long I will 
be racing. Right now I am pretty 
tired and I would like to take a break 
soon. Every time I do that I miss the 
sport so much. I may go another 
four, five, six years or longer. Maybe 
one or two more years. Who knows? 
Each year will tell. I will race for 
sure next year. I have been planning 
my future out pretty well as I have 
gone along. I am probably going to 
do whatever I want to do when the 
time comes. I don’t want to be forced 
into a job just to survive. I know 
enough people in the sport and the 
industry. I should be able to get some 
kind of job that I can enjoy and 
hopefully it will be within speedway 
itself. Maybe one day I will promote 
my own track. I just don’t know. 

Is there anything you would like to 
add? 

I just want to thank all my fans this 
year and all the spectators that have 
come out even if they are not my fans. 
They are all supporting speedway, 
period. I also want to thank my 
sponsors. They are one of the major 
reasons why I have had such a 
successful season. I would like to 
thank all the promoters and everyb- 
ody involved in speedway. The 
people who run the back gates, 


scorers and referees and ESPN for- 


putting us on television. *

olmax Racing wins 
Shannonville Six-Hour

SHANNONVILLE, ONTARIO, CANADA, SEPT. 19 

Fresh from their victory the previous 
weekend at Pocono, Solmax Racing USA's 
Terry Bailey and Scott Russell took their 


second overall win in a row at Shannonville 


Raceway in Canada. Riding Tsubaki/Easy Living Yama- 
the team’s Dunlop/EBC/Bell/ ha/Vanson/Kal-Gard/Bar- 


nett-sponsored Yamaha FZR1000, 
Bailey and Russell finished two laps 
up on the overall series points leader 
Team Suzuki. 

Foul weather and rain greeted 
WERA racers for their first-ever 
National Endurance race outside of 
the United States. This bad weather 
didn’t seem to phase Solmax as they 
had won the previous endurance 
round in the rain also. Forty-nine 
teams from across thé United States 
and Canada prepared for the start of 
the race by equipping themselves 
with rainsuits, rain ures and Rain- 
X. The Solmax Yamaha used Dun- 
lop KR455 radials front and rear, 
while Team Suzuki fitted their 
Superbike with Michelin radials. 

At the drop of the green flag, it 
was Solmax Racing’s Scott Russell 
with the holeshot leading into turn 
one, followed by Team Suzuki, 
Human Race Team and Team 
Gamma. Russell immediately began 
pulling out a lead and his smooth 


but aggressive riding style made him 
an instant hit with spectators and 
hotographers as he would drag his 
nee through turns on the rain- 
soaked track while waving at 
photographers. 

Russell continued to hold Solmax 
in the lead through the first hour 
while Team Suzuki’s Thomas Stev- 
ens and Human Race Team’s Kurt 
Hall battled for second. The most 
impressive first hour action was from 
the Lightweight entry of Team 
Hondamove with rider Denis Royer 
moving the team’s Honda NS400 
into second place early in the first 
hour and holding onto second until 
a crash in the second hour took them 
out temporarily. 

At the completion of the first hour 
Solmax maintained the lead with 24 
laps, followed by Team Hondamove, 
Team Suzuki, the Middleweight 
Superbike entry of the French Con- © 
nection, and Human Race Team also 
with 24 laps each. 

In the second hour Team Suzuki 
pitted for fuel and an apparent rider 
change, but Stevens went back out 
on the Suzuki GSXR1100. Rider Jeff 
James had been summoned to the 
race track by team captain John 
Ulrich at the last mintue on Friday 
as rider Russ Paulk had not shown 
up. Paulk showed up late on Friday 
and James (known for his excellent 
wet riding ability) was asked to sit 
out the race. ~ 

Russell pitted the Solmax Yamaha 
at the one hour, 45 minute mark to 
turn the controls over to team 
captain Terry Bailey. Bailey. con- 
tinued in the lead until shortly before 
the third hour mark when Team 
Suzuki passed him. Stevens’ lap 
times were 2:23s while Bailey’s were 
2:26s. 

M&M Racing moved their Suzuki 
750 into third place in the second 
hour, two laps down on leader 
Solmax. They were running two laps 
ahead of the next Heavyweight 
Production entry of the Human Race 
Team’s Ben Martinez, now in sev- 
enth overall. M&M's luck ended in 
the fourth hour and the Human Race 
Team's Kurt Hall moved them back 
up to fourth overall by the fourth 
hour. 

Cycle Speed Racing's Bob Evans 
and Grant Foster ran a consistent, 
trouble-free race on their. Ontario 
Honda & Yamaha FZ750 pressuring 
M&M, Human Race Team and 
Darotune Racing Ottawa for fourth. 
They eventually finished fifth over- 
all and second in the Heavyweight 
Superbike class. 

Darotune was also goihg strong 
and running as high as third overall 
at times. Their luck came to an end 
in the fifth hour when Bugs Green 
crashed in turn 14 on the team's 
GSXR1100. Damage was minor, 
but they lost enough time in getting 
the bike back to the pits to drop them 
down to finish 10th overall, third in 
class. 

Prior to the three-hour mark, 
Solmax's Bailey pitted the FZR for 
fuel and rider change, and Russell 
reentered the race one lap down on 
Team Suzuki. Russell promptly 
dropped his lap times to 2:15 on the 
wet pavement. 

Team Suzuki finally gave Stevens 
arest and put Russ Paulk on the bike. 
Paulk (who has a reputation as one 
of the country's top endurance 
racers) was turning astonishingly 
slower lap times than Russell and 
within 20 minutes Russell had put 
the Solmax Yamaha back in the lead 
to, stay. Ulrich blamed lack of sleep 
for Paulk's lap times, but still did 
not put James on the bike, forcing 
Stevens to ride all but a half of an 
hour of the six-hour race. 

Slowly making their way up in the 
standings was the Red Strip Racing 





entry on their Middleweight Produc- 
tion class Yamaha FZ600, Red Stripe 
came from 16th overall to finish third 
overall, and win their class. Riders 


Andy Deatherage and Brent Schuster ) 
were the only Middleweight Produc- 
tion team to finish 1n the top 15. e. 


In the Middleweight Superbike 
field, Boulet Racing and Rebel 
Racing battled the entire six hours 
on their Yamaha 500s. Their race 
came down to the final lap where 
Boulet narrowly took the class win 
and finished 12th overall with both 
teams completing 139 laps. 

The Lightweight class was the 
largest of all and throughout the race 
the teams of R&S Racing, Team 
Woodstone and series regulars 
Royale Racing battled the entire six 
hours on their Yamaha RZ350s. With 
Team Hondamove out of the picture 
on their NS400, it was anybody's 
race. Team Woodstone's Phil Whet- 
stone and Bob Woods won the class 
by one lap, placing sixth overall with 
141 laps. 

With two hours remaining in the 
race, Solmax's Russell pitted for a 
rider change. Bailey took over the 
Solmax entry two laps ahead of 
Team Suzuki. Fifteen minutes after 
taking over, Bailey was taken out in 
turn nine when he was hit from 
behind. The excellent announcing 
by RACE officials alerted the Solmax 
au of the crash so they could prepare 

or the unscheduled pit stop. Bailey 
lost no time in getting the bike up 
and back into the pits where a tech 
inspector was waiting. Meanwhile, 
Team Suzuki's Ulrich showed Stev- 
ens a pit board that read “#5 In Pits 
— EZ." RACE officials re-teched the 
undamaged Solmax Yamaha and 
Bailey reentered the race, never 
relinquishing the lead or allowing 
Team Suzuki to get on the same lap. 
Bailey pitted 10 minutes later so that 
"Showboat" Russell could ride the 
last hour. Knowing of the lead he 
had, Russell backed off his lap times 
and began putting on a show for 
spectators and corner workers, slid- 
ing the bike through turns and doing 
wheelies on the back straight in the 
rain. Solmax took the checkers after 
150 laps and Team Suzuki was 
second with 148 laps. Solmax's 
Russell was allowed to take a check- 
ered flag lap with team owner Cindy 
Bowen on board. 

Russell and Bailey were extremely 
happy about their win. ''Solmax is 
back!" exclaimed Russell, “I can't 
wait to get 'em in Texas in two 
weeks." As an added treat for the

Other than Team Suzuki, Solmax 
Racing USA is the only 1987 WERA 
team to win at least two endurance 
races overall. Team Suzuki's second 
place finish put them back in the 
series points lead as they only needed 
to finish ninth to regain the lead. €

Another former winner, Cycle 
World's Steve Anderson, finished 
fifth overall and first Open Single 
on the Ron Wood-built Wood-Rotax 
single.

109. yt mph, said the'bike ran flaw- 
lessly, adding, “If Fred Eiker would 
have ridden Ron's bike he would 
have won. I just wasn't a hero 
enough, but. in my book Eiker's a 
hero." 

April winner Geoff McCarthy 
ended up finishing sixth overall 
while winning the 1000cc Twins 
class aboard his 900cc Ducati. Jay 
Tobey, Eddie Bush, Jon Exley and 
H.L. Hisgen rounded out the top 10 
overall. 

The event was marred by the death 
of 43-year-old Gerald Hanson. The 
Fountain Valley, California, resident 


-crashed just after the halfway mark 


in the race in an area where riders 
were warned about a patch of gravel. 

The Stock 1000cc Twins class was 
won by Shawn Bushey and his 1978 
BMW R100. Bushey finished llth 
overall. Tobey wound up seventh 
overall while winning the Open 
Triple class on his 1979 Honda 
CBX900. 

In the Dual-Purpose class, Morgan 
Malocco rode a Howard and Sons- 
sponsored Honda XR600 to the win 
followed by Kawasaki's P.R man 
extraordinaire Mel Moore on a 1987 
KLR. Former La Carrera winner 
Steve Balmer finished third on a 1988 
350cc Cagiva. 

Kawasaki picked the La Carrera 
event to showcase their new 1988 
Kawasaki EX250 twin. The little 
screamer ended up dominating the 


class with Motorcyclist magazine's 
Jeff Karr leading the way. Karr, a 
former Formula Two road racer, 
averaged 97.08 mph to finish 15th 
overall. 

“I can't remember ever having a

Former AMA Grand National 
Champion Gary Nixon was once 
again in attendance at La Carrera, 
giving up his rent-a-car to ride a 
Kawasaki EX500. What happened to 
Nixon? Well, that depends on who 
you ask. Nixon says he ran out of 
gas and got going again to finish 
fifth in class and 27th overall. Others 
say Nixon forgot to turn the gas on 
before recovering to finish fifth in 
class and 27th overall. Nixon blamed 
co-promoter Cliff Carr, who inci- 
dently finished sixth in the 250cc 
Twins class and 31st overall on a 
tricked-out 250cc Ninja.

A newly-introduced 600cc four-stroke single 
highlighted KTM's new model introduc- 
tions when KIM unveiled its 1988 model 


lineup during regional dealer shows at the 


end of September. 

While the Austrian manu- 
facturer's "carry over" models 
— the 125, 250 and 500cc 
motocross models and the 250 


and 350cc enduro models — remain 
virtually unchanged (with the excep- 
tion of detail refinements), KTM will 
offer one completely new model — 
the 1988 600cc LC4 Four-Stroke. 

The LC4 engine, which has been 
in development since 1984, is a liquid 
cooled, single-cylinder, four-stroke 
powerplant with a displacement of 
552 .9cc. It produces a claimed 50.1 
horsepower at 8075 rpm. Engine 
coolant is circulated by an electric 
waterpump and coolant temperature 
is balanced by a thermostat. Four 
valves are operated by a chain driven 
overhead camshaft and control the 
gasses within the Mahle nikasil 
impregnated cylinder. Carburetion 
is handled by a 38mm Del’Orto. 

Starting is made easier witha valve 
lift-decompression engaged by the 
kick-starter. 

Power is delivered to the rear wheel 
through a five-speed transmission. 
Primary teeth are straight cut and the 


clutch is an oil bathed, multi-disc 
unit. 

A chromemoly-steel frame with 
split engine cradle is suspended by 
White Power “Upside Down” anti- 
cavatation forks with 11.8 inches of 
travel in the front. At the rear a White 
Power Super Adjuster shock and 
aluminum swingarm provide 12.6 
inches of travel. Ground clearance is 
14.7 inches, seat height 37.8 inches 
and the wheelbase 1s 58.3 inches. Dry 
weight 1s 253 pounds. 

New hubs are connected to aircraft 
quality rims and disc brakes handle 
the stopping chores. The larger 
brake calipers are self-aligning and 
floating, allowing for solid mounted 
discs, and have 2mm thicker brake 
pads. Flex-free brake lines connect 
the calipers to the master cylinders. 

The 600 LCA is available in either 
motocross or enduro trim. 

There are several new features on 
the two-stroke motocross and enduro 
machines. The wheel assemblies 
now have high strength alloy rims, 
stainless steel spokes, lighter, 
stronger wheel hubs and improved 
rim/hub alignment. 

Acerbis now makes the front

fenders, and the “Trophy” model 


provides better mud deflection and 
styling. Wider, more protective and 
break-resistant rock guards are 
mounted on the front fork legs. 

The throttle assemblies are alum- 
inum Magura units which are more 
damage resistant and provide con- 
sistently smoother throttle action. 

Redesigned seats, tall for moto- 
cross models and low for the enduros, 
are now make of medium density 
foam that reportedly is comfortable 
as well as durable. 

Frame geometry has been changed 
slightly by increasing the trail to 
improve straight line stability while 
maintaining agile steering. An addi- 
tional frame cross member beneath 
the engine strengthens the frame 
structure and reduces vibration. 
Mounting brackets for silencers have 
been reinforced, and silencer packing 
is spring loaded for easier replace- 
ment. Rear brake anchor rod heim 
joints have been increased from eight 
to 10mm. 

The front 4054 White Power forks 
have new “Protec” valving, allowing 
stiffer springs with less preload to 
be used and less destruction to the 
fork oil. The fork seals have been 
redesigned to reduce drag yet min- 
imize the possibility of leakage. 

At the rear, the White Power shock 
valving has also been changed to 
allow for use of stiffer springs with 
less preload to reduce harshness. 
Shock linkage bearing seals have 
been improved for better contamina- 
tion resistance, lower maintenance 
and easier replacement. 

Disc brake systems, both front and 
rear, are new. The front features a 
two piston floating caliper with rigid 
disc, thicker brake pads and a 
stronger brake hose casing. The rear 
system-has the same new items plus 
an integral mud guard, reduced 
piston/brake pad contact and more 
disc to wheel hub contact to draw 
heat away from the brake system. 

Air filter servicing will be made 
easier with a new snap fit airbox 
cover. 

New graphics, seat and engine 
covers will distinguish the ’88 mod- 
els from last year’s machines. 

All of the motocross bikes feature 
new Del’Orto flat slide, oval bore 
carburetors. Only the 250cc Enduro 
model shares the same carb; the 350 
has a standard carburetor. 

The 125 features several internal 
engine changes. The cylinder head 
has been redesigned for more effi- 
. cient cooling and there is a new 
piston. The transmission has been 
improved with wider gears, forged 
shifting forks and improved shift 
drum. 

A new Tri-Port Exhaust system on 
the 500 Motocross features two extra 
exhaust ports, and there is a higher 
compression ratio. The 350 Enduro 
model also has the new Tri-Port 
Exhaust system. €

World C'ship Observed 
Trials Series: Round 11 


Tarres 
clinches title 
in Switzerland 


GRIMMIALP, SWITZERLAND, 
SEPT. 6 


Beta’s Jordi Tarres became the 
first Spaniard to ever win the 





"observed trials World Cham- 


pionship and he did it in style 
by winning the next-to-last round of 
the series which was held in 
Switzerland. 

Tarres was the only competitor to 
log a score under three digits, 
downing Italian Donato Miglio, 84 
to 11. Another Italian, Diego Bosis, 
finished third with a score of 118. 

Two-time World Champion 
Thierry Michaud, the only man who 
had a shot at the title besides Tarres, 
finished a disappointing fifth on the 
day with a score of 119. Philippe 
Berlatier was fourth at the same score 
but with 10 cleans to Michaud’s four. 

The scores certainly reflect the 
difficulty of the wial and the point 
gap between winner and new champ 
Tarres and runner-up Miglio shows 
that.the Spaniard is a worthy title 
holder. 

The Swiss round’s results show the 
diversity of equipment available for 
trials riding as the top six finishers 
rode six different brands. Tarres, of 
course, was aboard a Beta, runner- 
up Miglio was on a Garelli, Bosis 
an Aprilia, Berlatier a Montesa, 
Michaud a Fanuc, and sixth place 
finisher and former World Cham- 
pion Eddy Lejeune was on a Honda. 
Not enough diversity? The ninth 
place finisher, Pascal Couturier, rode 
a Merlin and the 10th placed rider, 
Luis Gallach, was on a Mecatecno. 
Still not enough? Other brands that 
showed up in the top 15 were JCM, 
Yamaha and Gas-Gas. 

The penultimate round saw Eng- 
land’s Steve Saunders continue his 
second-half of the season slump. 
After having won two rounds and 
scoring a second and a third in two 
other series events in the first half 
of the season, Saunders has been 
relegated to the list of also-rans. 
Going into the season finale in 
Sweden, Saunders is 32 points 


. behind third placed Bosis and it

Pero, Carroll win 
at Willow Springs 
Road Race

ROSAMOND, CA, SEPT. 20 
Following fierce competition 
and race-long dogfights, Iain 
Pero and Peter Carroll emerged 
as the vicvors in the Open Stock 
and 750cc Stock classes — the final 
AFM events in the GSXR National 
Championship Road Race Series — 
both with enough points for invi- 
tations to the series finale. The AFM 
North and AFM South will each be 
represented by three riders in the 
Open class and five riders in the 
750cc class at Riverside International 
Raceway October 10-11. 

In Open Stock Production, New 
Zealander Pero put his Suzuki 
GSXR1100 in first place after turn 
two of the first lap and never relin- 
quished the position. Pero led the 
field into turn three, followed closely 
by Mike Minnig, Cal Rayborn III, 
Chris Steward, Richard Moore and 
ames Domay Jr., all aboard Suzuki 
GSXR1100s except for Rayborn on 
a Yamaha FZ1100, and all overlap- 
ping wheels. Curtis Adams followed 
only a few yards behind on another 
GSXR. 

A lap later, Rayborn had nudged 
his Tom  Houseworth-tuned 
Yamaha up into second place — a 
rare accomplishment in what is often 
referred to as a “GSXR class." He 
lost that position on the third lap, 
however, as Steward ‘slipped past 
him on the inside of turn one, 
bringing his Suzuki into second 
place. Behind them Moore, Domay 
and Minnig were engaged in stiff 
competition. 

By the midpoint of the race, the 
first seven riders held the same 
positions they would at the finish. 
For the remainder of the race, the 
only variations among these seven 
positions were exchanges between 
Moore and Domay. Steward man- 
aged to close in on Pero until only 
one second separated them, both 
riders posting steady times in the

1:30s on the windless day, but he was 
not able to seriously challenge the 
lead. Pero crossed the finish line a 
little over a second before Steward, 
taking his first win at Willow 
Springs and collecting $1000 in 
contingency money from Suzuki, 
with Steward bagging $700. Behind 
them came Rayborn, Moore, Domay, 
Minnig, and Adams. 

The finish resulted in Moore, 
Steward and Minnig earning spots 
in the GSXR Series finale, maintain- 
ing the standings in the same order 
they were in before the race. Pero, 
who earned enough points in both 
the northern and southern chapters 
of the AFM will be among the riders 
representing AFM North. 

The 750cc Stock Production class, 
the last race that would determine 
riders for the GSXR finale, was even 
more competitive than the Open 
Stock class had been. Pero was first 
off the line and first into turn one, 
but this time he was unable to hold 
the position. Minnig wrested the 
spot away before turn two but 
quickly ceded: it to Moore who led 
the pack into turn four. Before the 
first lap was over Pero had moved 
back into first place, but again, he 
held it only for a short time: before 
being passed by Domay. 

By the middle of the second lap 
eight riders were still running within 
three seconds of each other, all on 
Suzuki GSXR750s. Carroll, Pero, 
Domay, Moore, Minnig and Cavness 
were contesting the lead position and 
gaining or losing as many as five 
places. 

From the second through the fifth 
laps, Domay and Pero took turns 
running in first place with the other 
four top runners right in their draft. 

In turn one of lap six, Carroll first 
took the lead with which he would 
ultimately end the race. 

On the white flag lap Pero again 
took the lead and a small space began 
to. develop between the Pero/Car- 
roll/Domay battle for first and the 
Minnig/Cavness/Moore struggle 
over fourth. On the last turn of the 
final lap, Carroll drafted past Pero 
to take first with only 1.7 seconds 
separating him from third position. 
Carroll was followed across the 
finish line by Pero, Domay, Moore, 
Minnig, then Cavness. 


The results of the 750cc Stock race 
qualified Domay, Moore, Carroll, 
Steward and Minnig for positions 1n 
the series finale — the same five 
riders who held those spots before 
the race.

Team Suzuki’s Junior Jackson, 
riding a RM250,-took time away 
from the Amateur motocross wars 
and won the second round of the 
Spectro Oil/Bike Barn-sponsored

"I had a lot of fun today and really 
enjoy hare scrambles,” said Jackson, 
“But I'll stick to motocross.

Nicknamed “Dominator” for 
his. flag-to-flag wins, Williams has 
only been beaten by National-level 
riders this year at BIR, and has led 
nearly every lap of every race he’s 
been in all year long. 

The weekend event also saw the 
resolution of the '87 CRA points 
chase, with club president Bill 
Young taking overall honors over 
Wes Wicklund and Williams. The 
final point standings offered a 
testimony to the CRA’s new format 
for 87: the top 10 finishers included 
three Hurricane 600s, two SRX600

and a RZ350 Yamaha. In fact, both 
Young and Wicklund rode com- 
pletely stock Hurricanes, relying on 
consistent top finishes and the 
competitive power of the CBR600s 
to garner their points.

Mercier ices 
Shannonville RR

ONTARIO, CANADA, SEPT. 6 

N ewly-crowned Canadian Pro Road 
Race Champion Michel Mercier put 
the icing on his championship cake 
at Shannonville, putting in a perfect 
three-for-three performance in the 
Rothmans Superbike Final weekend, 
the seventh and final race in the 1987 
Motoplan/Castrol Canadian Na- 
tional Road Race Championships. 
As well as setting a new motorcycle 
track record around the 4.03 km, 15 
turn Shannonville course on his way 
to victory in the Pro Superbike 
feature, Mercier scored a pair of wins 
on.a borrowed Suzuki in the 750cc 
as well as Open Production. 

In the Superbike heat, Mercier 
jumped into an early lead with the 
Sunoco/Dunlop/Treen/Shoei/ 
Wiseco/Phoenix/CAM 2/Rocket 
GSXR750R LTD, only to come 
under pressure from Rueben 


McMurter on the factory Yamaha 
FZR750R. Fully recovered from a 
practice crash with the Sports Afield _ 
II/Shoei/Dunlop/Treen/Fox/ 


Wiseco/Castrol backed FZR, 
McMurter hounded Mercier and then 
snuck by on the last turn to win the 
heat, breaking Tom Walther’s lap 
record with a time of 1:50.19. Mercier 
was about a foot behind for second, 
with Rothmans-Honda VFR750 
mounted Art “The Dart" Robbins 
third and Tom Walther fourth. 
Mercier almost wheelied over at 
the start of the final, and McMurter 


grabbed the lead while Robbins 


stuffed Mercier back to third. The 
champ was back up to second by the 
end of lap two, however, and then 
he snuck by McMurter on the next 
lap when McMurter ran wide com- 
ing off the back straight. From then 
on Mercier pulled away, eventually 
setting the record lap of 1:49.54. Only 
McMurter stayed close. While 
McMurter had to settle for second, 
Robbins fell back into a battle with 
the — Castrol/Polisport/Pirelli/ 
Shoei/Drospo/Hubbel Racing 
Yamaha FZR750R of Tom Douglas. 
Douglas looked to have the speed to 
get by, but he was riding with other 
goals in mind. Lying second in series 
points with one round to go, he 
could earn $20,000 in Castrol year- 
end contingency if he kept his second 
overall. So when Robbins' bike 
began to blow oil, Douglas eased the 
pace. 

While Robbins slowed with Dou- 
glas right behind, Honda mounted 

teve Dick and Yamaha's Steve 
Crevier were catching the third and 
fourth placed pair. Allied Honda/ 
Metzler-backed Dick nailed Douglas 
on the last lap, but didn't have time 
to press Robbins. The order behind 
Mercier and McMurter at the finish 


was Robbins, Dick, and Douglas, 


who scored second overall and 
$20,000. 

From the start of the Pro 750cc 
Production final Mercier, riding 
Goodfellow's production Suzuki, 
shot into the lead and pulled away 
to an astounding lead. Douglas had 
to finish fifth or better to grab the 
750cc Production title, and he placed 
an efficient fourth, giving Yamaha 
the crown. Mercier walked away with 
the win, just as he did earlier in the 
day in the Open final.

But I worked with the 
suspension until it felt better,” 
Miller said of his Joe's Cycle Shop 
supported 250.

That's why 
Frost was all over me in Formula 
Two. He's smooth and brave. He had

Mike Spear, winning both motos in

The 23-year-old Spear, who has 
swept practically every moto in the 
class this season, had another perfect 
day, opening as much as a 30-second 
lead in both motos. 

But that didn't stop the other riders 
from doing a lot of handlebar 
banging behind him. Rich Alex- 
ander and Jim Habacker went at it 
both motos with Habacker's last lap 
pass in the second moto giving him 
a pair of seconds for the day. Alex- 
ander finished 3-3. 

Behind those two, Ken Napoli- 
tano, who is second in the points 
standings, Kyle Ellefsen, Ken Meck- 
ing and Robert Titanic were battling 
back and forth and trading spots each 
lap. When the dust had cleared at 
the checkered flag, Napolitano 
wound up with a pair of fourths, 
Ellefsen a pair of fifths, Mecking a 
7-6 and Titanic a 6-7. 

Carlo Coen captured the 125cc 
Expert win with his usual l-l 
afternoon and also took the 250cc 
Expert overall with a 2-1, splitting 
with Spear in that class. Spear, with 
a 1-2 in the 250cc race, increased his 
100-plus point advantage over John 
Ryan in his drive for his third 
straight number one plate in the 
250cc class as well. 

The big battle for a number one 
plate is in the 125cc class. There, 
Todd Dippel and John Ryan are 
practically neck and neck.

With the help of his enduro com- 
puter, Bruce Dengler mastered all the 
odd speed averages of Competition 
Dirt Riders’ Annual Beehive Enduro, 
and increased his 1987 ECEA series 
wins to four. 

. The Chatsworth, New Jersery, 
Honda rider rode as hot as he could 
in what’ is known locally as a 
timekeeper run, and made the finish 
with nine points lost and the overall 
in hand. This leaves Dengler one win 
up on Jack Lafferty Jr, ECEA's 1986 
champion, and two wins ahead of 
Kevin Bennett, both of whom ride 
for Millville Cycles in South Jersey. 

Unul the Beehive, there was a 
scant handful of series points separ- 
ating these three riders, and the top 
spot has been traded more often than 
a ‘67 Impala. Bennett actually had 
the Beehive win in hand, having 
beaten Dengler by two seconds at the 
first tiebreaker and by 50 seconds at 
the second one. He was cruising to 
the finish, in the easier final sections 
of the run, when his Yamaha YZ250 
simply stopped running. Eventual 
inspection revealed that he had 
suffered a "meltdown" of the entire 
lower ignition system, and all he 
could do was come in on the back 
of a truck. 

Lafferty’s luck was not much 
better. “I had a decent ride," said 
Husqvarna-sponsored Lafferty, “but 
I just wasn’t going fast enough.” 

He finished fourth overall with 11 
points. Third was KTM rider Ken 
Yankowski, also with 11; and second 
overall went to Chris Puff, who was 
also the only rider to drop 10 points. 
Fifth went to Honda rider Drew 
JX Smith, out for a family outing with 

his father and brother ("Rats" and 

"Bones" Smith). Smith joined the 

rest of the eleven-pointers.

Schmidt took the checkered 
flag, but Moe's points lead did not 
diminish and the Suzuki-mounted 
rider took the Midwest Region F-1 
Championship. 

One unforgetable name in the 
Novice ranks for the Midwest 1987 
season has been Ernest Oxenknecht.

Another big winner was Huff’s 
Honda-sponsored Doug Callies, 
who clinched the F-1 Expert title 
when points leader Tom Kipp's ride 
went sour. Callies won over Yamaha- 
mounted Charles Buse in both F-2 
and Middleweight Superbike on his 
Honda CB600 Hurricane as well as 
winning the final Midwest region 
100-mile endurance race overall. 

The endurance was a 100-mile 
sprint-paced race with Kim Papier- 
niak, Greg Comstock and Callies 
swapping the lead several times.

injury or death, and establish pro- 
grams to ensure dealer compliance 
with the safety requirements of the 
rule." 

The rule would require ATV 
dealers to provide safety information 
to buyers. It would require perfor- 
mance and design changes to ATVs, 
including, cs gR roll 
bars," to improve safety. It also 
would ban the sale of three-wheeled 
and child-sized ATVs in any state 
that does not have a law which 
requires the licensing of ATV oper- 
ators, safety training, the use of 
helmets and a minimum rider age 
of 16. 

The CPSC voted 2-1 during a 
secret meeting December 12, 1986, to 
ask the Justice Department to file 
suit against ATV manufacturers to 
establish a voluntary recall/refund 
program for ATVs (Scanlon voted 
against the measure but it was 
approved by Commissioners Anne 
Graham and Carol Dawson). 

The matter has been tied up in the 
Justice Department ever since, 
reportedly because some Justice 
Department attorneys feel evidence 
does not support the CPSC conten- 
tion that three-wheeled ATVs and 
some four-wheeled ATVs pose an 
“imminent hazard" to the buying 
public. 

Congressman Florio does not 
agree. He hopes his bill will bring 
about a recall/refund program by 
using the legislative process to 
bypass the CPSC/Justice Depart- 
ment stalemate. He also hopes to 
curb Scanlon’s power. as CPSC 
chairman, whom he portrayed as 
pro-business and intensely anti- 
consumer. 

“The record of the Commission, 
under its current leadership struc- 
ture, is horrifying,’ said Florio. 
“The subcommittee has documented 
case after case where the commission 
has been unable to act decisively to 
protect consumers from safety 
hazards. 

"If the American people knew 
what a shell of its former self the 
CPSC has become, they would be 
shocked," Florio said. "More than 
that, they would be afraid. They 
would be afraid of being among the 
unlucky ones whose ride on a three- 
wheeled ATV ends in serious injury 
or death when the ATV flipped over 
and pinned them underneath. Afraid 
of watching in horror while a ‘toy’ 
bought for a child turns into an 
instrument of death.”’ 

“In the case of ATVs, a majority 
of the commission members coset 
an enforcement case to the Justice 
Department, but the Justice Depart- 
ment has yet to agree to take the 
case,” said Florio. “The commission 
is unable or unwilling to pursue the 
case itself, and the chairman is 
unwilling to push the Justice 
Department. And the toll of 20 deaths 
and 7000 injuries a month continues. 

“The legislation we are introduc- 
ing today will require the commis- 
sion to act on safety problems and 
will reorganize and overhaul the 
commission,” said Florio. 

The CPSC Improvement Act man- 
dates: That the chairman of the 
CPSC be elected by the other com- 
missioners (the chairman currently 
is appointed by the President); that 


top commission staff members be. 


responsibile to the entire commis- 
sion, not just to the chairman; that 
the President consider individuals 
with product safety experience when 
making appointments to the com- 
mission; and that two commissioners 
establish a quorum when there are 
only three commissioners. *

for OHVs, the Director of the 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
and a member of the Off-Highway 
Motor Vehicle Recreation

Gardner Racing’s Pete Hames, who 
was disqualified after winning the 
Last Chance Qualifier at the Septe- 
mber 20 San Jose Mile because his 
Hariey-Davidson reportedly was 
spraying oil onto the track and onto 
other riders, recently received an 
apology from the AMA.

Random drug testing of selected 
riders was conducted following 
the September 26 Ascot Half Mile 
in Gardena, California, but the 
AMA refused to divulge the iden- 
tities of those being tested. ''All 
our drug testing is confidential,” 
said AMA Dirt Track Manager J.B. 
Norris. 


“Findlay Flyer" Steve Morehead of 
Findley, Ohio, has had a very suc- 
cessful 1987 season. “I’ve got 20 wins 
this year," he said just before com- 
peting in the Ascot Half Mile Sep- 
tember 26. "I have two National 
wins, 17 Regionals and one in a 
sprint car.” 


Sammy Sweet of Porter, Texas, 
who said a few weeks ago that 
he would take the rest of the 
season off to recover from injur- 
ies, was seen piloting his Carl 
Patrick Racing Harley-Davidson 
around the half-mile oval during 
the National at Ascot last wee- 
kend. “I’m just trying it out 
tonight to see how ! feel,” said 
Sweet. “I'd really like to end up 
the season at Sacramento.”’ 
Sweet failed to qualify at Ascot 
when his mount iost its clutch 
during time trials. ‘it sort of made 
the decision for me,'' he said. 


American Honda tentatively has 
decided -to sponsor three-time 
National Champion Bubba Shobert 
in all Camel Pro races :n 1988, not 
just road races. “I found out two days 
ago that Honda would back my dirt 
track program,” said Shobert. “That 
ended my search for a major sponsor. 
I have my major sponsor — Honda!" 
Honda Race Team Manager Gary 
Mathers said the change was made 
because the Japanese company has 
decided not to import the 1988 
Honda VFR750 superbike into this 
country. ' "The other day the decision 
was made not to bring the new 
superbike into the U.S.," Mathers 
said. “So we have to run our existing 
superbike, which is two years old. 
We felt the best chance of winning 
a championship was to run nine 
(road races) and nine (dirt tracks) 
again. We're going to do that." 
Shobert's dirt track effort will be an 
-out-of-house operation in 1988, but 
Honda plans to keep the same 
personnel on the race team. 


" Honda's decision not to import 


the 1988 VFR750 superbike into 
the United States reportedly can 
be traced directly to U.S. Senator 
John C. Danforth's (R-Missouri) 
$1536, known as the Motorcycle 
Safety Act of 1987. Danforth's 
bill, if passed, would place perfor- 
mance limits on superbikes sold 
in the U.S. 


Here's one for the trivia buffs: When 
was the last time a rider earned the 
AMA Junior National Dirt Track 
Championship and Rookie (Expert) 
of the Year honors in the same 
season? Give up? So do we. If it has 
ever happened before, we can’t recall 
it, but that probably will be the case 
at the end of this season. Michigan 
rider Bryan Villella has wrapped up 
this year’s Junior National title, and 
became the only rookie Expert in 
1987 to qualify for a National dirt 
track final last weekend at the Ascot 
Half Mile during his first-ever 
Expert ride. Villella finished 13th to 
earn two National points. Unless 
another rookie outperforms him at 
the Sacramento Mile season finale, 
Villella will capture both honors.
